OPENING OF THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE

Reprinted from the Boston Sunday Herald, June 25, 1961 


The opening of the 35th anniversary season of “America’s most famous summer 
theatre,” the Cape Playhouse in Dennis, summons a wealth of precious memories for 
those of us who, in one way or another, were part of that night of great hopes, July 4, 1927. 


The most fashionable audience ever gathered on Cape Cod welcomed a venture 
unequalled in the annals of the American theatre. It was a venture which some Dennis 
residents earlier that beginning year had taken a very dim view of. “Preposterous,” 
they said. “Crazy ... Those theater people; we don’t want them around .. . This 
thing will ruin the town.” 

While other summer theatre enterprises throughout the resort regions of the nation 
already had achieved much that was worthy, none, had undertaken such an ambitious 
project as that established by the late Raymond Moore and Mrs. Hayden Richardson. 
To have been merely “props” manager that exciting first season we count as one of 
the greatest privileges of our life. 

Of all the thrilling, colorful moments of that summer we recall most vividly the 
eternal minutes before the curtain was rung up on the opening night performance of 
“The Guardsman.” We remember peeking through the curtain, appraising “the house” 
which glittered with fine jewels that accented the ultimate in summer fashion. It seemed 
more like an opera opening than that of a summer theater. 

Just before curtain there was a hush and the theater was as still as an empty 
cathedral. Basil Rathbone, straight as the British army officer he was in World War I, 
was standing in the wings, his handsome head raised —reverently, it seemed. Gloriously 
blonde Violet Kemble Cooper, his leading lady, stood classically statuesque during 
that anxious, really hallowed moment. Only the distant splutter of fireworks broke the 
silence. 


A “curtain up” signal from stage manager Sammy Seldon released the unbearable 
tension and the play was on. The welcoming applause was long and thunderous. Basil 
couldn’t restrain a grateful smile and miss Cooper stopped worrying about the mosquito 
that had been buzzing around her lovely neck. And there was regained composure among 
other members of the cast which included Frederic Worlock, Egon Brecher (actor- 
director), Laurence Cecil, Guy Mainwarning, Wildan Beer, Marcia Manan, Jane Burby, 
Mari Worth, and Remo Buffano of marionette fame. 

The audience approval that night was as gratifying to those of us working backstage 
as to the actors under the lights. But with all the warm acceptance and the glamor of 
the grand opening none of us, unless it was Ray Moore, himself, or Mrs. Richardson, 
dared dream that the converted 1790 meeting house in the middle of a pasture was to 
become “The Most Famous Summer Theater In America.”

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If we of the properties department that first summer worked many extra hours 
it was because Mrs. Basil Rathbone (Ouida Bergere) kept us on the move, locating 
somehow, somewhere on Cape Cod the correct “props.” She was a true and gifted artist 
whose stage arrangements were breathtaking. “Good enough” was not in her vocabulary 
anymore than it was in Basil’s. 


The “props” job was not without its own little comedies. They seemed like tragedies 
at the time. For stage floral displays the order from Ouida Bergere was “no wax or paper 
flowers — the real thing, please.” This made for elegance. The result was literally 
nectarious — so much so, in fact, that one matinee is memorable for the ad lib performance 
of a swarm of bees. 


The contribution of the Rathbones to that magnificent first season is unforgettable. 
During the arduous days of rehearsals and throughout his performances Basil Rathbone 
was a “grand guy” to be associated with. It was not unusual before dress rehearsals 
for this former athlete to grab a hammer and saw to help the cause backstage or lend 
a hand with the moving about of heavy things. 


“Cradle of Stars” is a label frequently used in mention of the Cape Playhouse. 
Playing bit parts, moving scenery, ushering as a part of their apprenticeship at Dennis 
were such stars then in the making as Bette Davis, Anne Baxter, Martha Scott and 
Henry Fonda. A list of those who have trod the playhouse boards over the years would 
read like a “Who’s Who” of the American and British stages, Hollywood, radio and 
television. 


“T guess I’ve known about all of them,” says Mrs. Irene Fagan of Dennis, returning 
for her 30th season as wardrobe mistress at the playhouse. In show business for over a 
half a century, Mrs. Fagan has served the Playhouse longer than anyone in the theater’s 
history. 


“TI qoubt if any wardrobe mistress living has stiched and hemmed for as many great 
stars as Irene has. She has truly been like a mother to all of them. She is a very dear 
lady.” This is the comment of Charles Mooney, managing director of the famed theater, 
now being operated under the aegis of the Raymond Moore foundation.

In 1949, however, a comparatively new 
entertainment medium caught her atten- 
tion: television! Shortly after, having 
starred in several of her own shows 
covering a full-range of interests, she 
became one of the most popular person- 
alities on the video screen and renowned 
as the “First Lady of Television.”
